15. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

establishing two different electronic communications paths whereby a first 
path is established, and using information obtained thereby establishing an address 
to open the second path; 

verifying the identity of a party who has established the first path; 
presenting a requested document and a unique document identifier to the party 
via the first path and, in response thereto, audibly receiving from the party, via 
the second path, a pr e det e rmined the unique document identifier.

1 8. (Currently Amended) A method as in claim 47- 15 which includes 
creating a digital signature associated with the presented document. 

19. (Original) A method as in claim 18 which includes comparing current 
audio responses from the party with previously received responses from the party. 
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20. (Original) A method as in claim 15 which includes interrogating at least 
one third-party database to evaluate the trustworthiness of the address. 

21 . (Original) A method as in claim 20 which includes evaluating the 
address with respect to selected mail delivery information associated with the party. 

22. (Original) A method as in claim 20 which includes carrying out a 
geographical correlation between the address and other information associated with 
the party. 

23. (New) A system for capturing an electronic signature comprising: 

a telephone network-type communication system and a second 
communication system different, at least in part, from the telephone system; 

executable instructions enabling a user to communicate with a document 
provider and to receive, via the second system, a copy of a document to be signed; 

executable instructions enabling the document provider to generate a unique 
document identifier and to subsequently forward that identifier to the user via the 
second system; 

executable instructions enabling the user to be contacted, via the telephone 
system at a telephone number associated with the user, seeking confirmation from 
the user that wording of the document is acceptable, and, executable instructions, 
responsive to the user's confirmation that the received document is acceptable, 
which request that the user return the document identifier via the telephone system; 
and 

executable instructions that compare the document identifier forwarded to the 
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user, via the second system, with that returned by the user, via the telephone 
system, and, responsive to a match therebetween, enabling the document provider 
to generate an electronic signature indicative thereof. 

24. (New) A system as in claim 23 which includes executable instructions, 
associated with the telephone system for storing voice related information received 
when the user verbally provides the document identifier via the telephone system. 

25. (New) A system as in claim 24 which includes speech recognition 
software. 

26. (New) A system as in claim 24 where the document provider stores 
document signature records. 
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
